REFORM THROUGH LEGISLATION 


It is a hard matter to remove evils by Legislation, as '.he 


experience of the United States shows. Originally the state 
legislatures chose presidential doctors. Tho people thought 
they could do the job better and one state after -another dele- 
gated this power to the people, but the men elected have nor 
shown any marked improvement over such men as Washing- 
ton Jefferson and Monroe who were chosen under the old 
' 
j> 
system. 


Then it was. denared that what was wrong with the na- 


tion was the senate, the members of which were chosen by 
the legislatures which, campaign orators charged, were often 
dominated by the big interests. The constitution was amended 
and senators are now elected by the direct vote of the people. 
Yet, who will say that the average personnel is any better 
than it was thirty-odd years ago when such men as Roger Q, 
Mills, Richard Coke, John J. IngalK George Vest, F. J.'i. 
Cockrell and John G. Carlisle were the leading members? 


We were told that if prohibition were adopted the woes 


-of the people would vanish overnight. 
This was done but 


still we have poverty and suffering with us and .there has not 
been a general purification of politics as had been hoped. 


Then we were assured that if the women were given the 


ballot everything would b- lovely. This, too, came about 
but we are hobbling along in the same old rut and no ono 
notices any great improvement in the political atmosphere.
